Address by S. A. Long on “The Gol­ 


den Key” Abounded With Wit 


and Clever Sayings. 


A crowd that filled the main au d i­ 
toriu m of the Main Street Christian 
chu rch greeted the members of the 
class of 19 10 last night in their last 
act in 
connection 
with 
the 
high 
school. 
Once more the high school 
has accomp lished its 
mission 
and 
once more, as is the case as each 
y ear rolls arou nd , a hand some class 
of y ou ng men and women is grad u at­ 
ed from the Ru shv ille schools. 
With 
the closing serv ice incid ent to com­ 
mencement week, 
the 
twenty -three 
grad u ates step ou t into the world , 
free from the tentacle of a school 
cou rse, where they hav e been p re­ 
p ared in a measu re to meet all ob­ 
stacles which they may encou nter in 
life. 
The ex ercise last 
night 
was 
as 
p retty as it was simp le. 
The Au d i­ 
toriu m 
orchestra 
of 
Connersv ille 
p lay ed sev eral selections while 
the 
au d ience was being seated . 
Shortly 
after eight o’clock the p rogram was 
started by the Rev . R. W. Abberley 
who gav e the inv ocation. 
Following 
a song by the Girl’s 
High 
School 
Glee clu b, “My Lov e Dwelt in a Nor­ 
thern Land ,” which was heartily a p ­ 
p lau d ed , the sp eaker fo r the occa­ 
sion talked on the su bject, “The Gol­ 
d en Key .” 
The ad d ress by S. A. Long was 
v ery mu ch ap p reciated . His d icou rse 
abou nd ed not only in witticism and 
clev er say ings, bu t also mu ch m atter 
for seriou s thou ght. 
He grap hically 
d escribed many tilings 
in 
ev ery d ay 
life in su ch a realistic manner that 
they were as p lain as if they had 
been enacted before the ey es of the 
au d ience. 
Mr. L ng gav e mu ch good 
ad v ice to the high school grad u ate. 
He ex tolled the work of the p u blic 
school sy stem and said that the Uni­ 
ted States owed mu ch to that sy stem. 
Mr. Long d welt at length on 
the 
u nreasonableness of man. 
He said 
that the av erage man knew how to 
think bu t that he nev er reasoned it 
ou t hu t rather ju mp ed at conclu sions, 
so to sp eak. 
He related sev eral hu ­ 
morou s stories in 
connection 
with 
this p hase of his lectu re, which kep t 
the au d ience in an u p roar. 
He said 
that the p rep aration for life receiv ed 
in the av erage high 
school 
cou rse 
wou ld assist the boy or girl to solv e 
the p roblems of life, to reason them 
ou t in a logical manner. 
The sp eaker said that many men 
wou ld ask, why the u se of all this 
stu d y of latin. geometerv , algebra, 
sciences and other cou rses offered in 
the high school cou rse? 
He argu ed 
that that the high school 
stu d ent 
wou ld nev er hav e occasion to 
u se 
one-half of what lie or she learned 
and that if it was more p ractical 
v alu e than what it cou ld be u sed for, 
then tjic time was wasted . 
Bu t Mr. 
Long stated it was the mind training 
which they receiv ed in the stu d y that 
wou ld p rep are them for the greater 
things in life which was of p ractical 
v alu e. 
It wou ld giv e them the p ower 
to think and reason fo r themselv es. 
Mr. Long talked fo r a time on the 
p ractical benefits of an ed u cation. 
He said that statistics showed that 
the av erage earning p ower of an u n­ 


ed u cated man amou nted to fou r hu n­ 


d red d ollars a y ear, while the earning 


p ower of a high s>ehool grad u ate was 


av eraged at six hu nd red d ollars a 


y ear. 
He u sed as a 
basis 
a 
man 


working fo r forty y ears in each in­ 


stance and showed that the increase 


fo r 
the grad u ate 
wou ld 
be 
eight 


thou sand d ollars or two thou sand 
d ollars fo r each y ear sp ent 
in 
high 
school. 
In like m anner lie said that 
statistics bore ou t the fac t that the 
av erage college grad u ate cou ld d e­ 
mand twelv e hu nd red d ollars a y ear. 
He said th at an ed u cation was well 
worth while althou gh the y ou th might 
often wash to stop his school work 
fo r a more remu nerativ e work. 
The sp eaker d ev oted a p ortion of 
his ad d ress to the p arents, who toil 
so u ntirely and lov ingly fo r the good 
of their child ren th at they may get 
an ed u cation. He said that there was 
not a high school grad u ate on the 
stage last night who d id 
not 
owe 
mu ch to his or her mother. 
He said 
the high school cou rse d id not change 
a boy or girl. 
If the p arents toiled 
long and hard , hav ing sent a fool to 
be worked ov er by the high school, 
ex p lained Mr. Long, they cou ld ex ­ 
p ect the same p rod u ct retu rned which 
they sent. 
He said the high school 
was not a mou kler bu t a bu ild er and 
imp rov er. 
Following the 
ad d ress 
by 
Mr. 
Long, Prof. J. II. Scholl gav e a short 
talk before p resenting the d ip lomas. 
He ex p lained ju st what the d ip loma 
meant to the grad u ate. 
He told of 
the good stand ing in which the local 
school had been p laced and of the 
ad v antages to be gained by being a 
p ossessor of su ch a p iece of p ap er. 
The stage on which the members of 
the class sat. was d ecorated fo r the 
occasion. 
Pennants were arranged

The complaint recites that Mr. Lawler 
as a witness, “falsely, wickedly and 
maliciou sly” lib eled Mr. Connelly, re­ 
ferring to that part of Mr. Lawler’s 
testimony wherein he describ ed Mr.

It also sets forth the fact that when 
Representative Jam es asked Mr. Law 
ler, “Haven’t you got the wrong Con­ 
nelly who did that?”

“I don’t know.

he was the man who was connected 
with Collier’s Weekly, and he has b een 
pointed ou t to me as the man who did 
that. 
I have considerab le contempt 
for the Connelly connected with C 
lier’s Weekly, anyway, and I wou ld not 
pu t him ab ove anything of that kind.” 
The complaint declares that the u t­ 
terances of Mr. Lawler were false a 
maliciou s and they were not made ir. 
response to any qu estions propou nd« 
to him as a witness and were not per- 
tin* nt or m aterial to any inqu iry pen« ] 
ing b efore the congressional commit­ 
tee. 
Secretary Ballinger has already an 
nou n« ; 1 his pu rpose of b ringing ac 
tions 
for lib el against 
pu b lication - 
which he alleges have defamed b in 
and other parties to the famou s con­ 
troversy have intimated that ther 
wou ld b e cou rt sequ els to the inves;i 
gation. 
Mr. Connelly su b mitted a stateme 
to the investigation in which he denied 
he had b een on the Repu b lic or any 
other trans Atlantic liner. 
He added: 
“No incident of my career has given 
the slightest fou ndation or the remot 
est w arrant for this u nju st statem ent. 
It is made ou t of whole cloth.

in ju stice the record ou ght to show 
this mu ch.”

Representative Jam es an­ 
nou nced that he had a letter from 
Jam es B. Cb nnol’y seating that he was 
the Connody against whom the Repu b ­ 
lic charges were made, b u t that they 
were u nfou nded and had b een made b y 
a disgru ntled steward who had fled to 
Canada to e-cape b eing held re-ponsi 
b le for making the charges.

A ju r o r was recently selected in a 
Western State who did not know the 
name of the President of the United 
States, the nam e of the governor of 
his State or of that of any county o f ­ 
ficial in his neighborhood. 
In m any 
States ju r o r s are not accepted who 
have read in the 
new spapers 
a c ­ 
counts of the crime on which the evi­ 
dence is to Come before them, in short 
the more of a blank the j u r o r ’s mind 
is the better he seems to be qualified 
fo r ju ry service in the eyes of the 
defense. 
When it i> considered that 
some of the be>t elements of the p o p ­ 
ulation in every State be exempt from 
ju ry duty, is it any wonder that the 
system is gradually falling into dis­ 
repute, and that in a number of in ­ 
stances, justice would be carried out 
more 
efficiently if tile 
m atter were 
left in the hands of the judge. 
Min­ 
isters o f the gospel, attorneys, p h y ­ 
sicians are exempt in all States from 
j u r y service; 
also all federal and 
S ta te officials, occasionally members 
of the S ta te militia. 
Men o f large 
business affairs are seldom seen on a 
ju r y ; 
there is no law giving them 
th a t exemption, but it is granted by 
kind hearted judges.

I room has a num ber of hangers-on 
j staying in the immediate vicinity on 
the chance that a special panel will 
be called, and 
that thus

I i: have a chance to make the legal fee 
I as juror. 


There was a time probably when 
jibe ju r y was the bulwark and the 
prop of our liberties; 
if so, the tim 
i hers are somewhat rotten and need 
overhauling. 
The ju ry laws should 
be revised so as to reduce the number 
of the exempt classes, and judges 
should not excuse men from service 
as readily* as they do now. 
Dense 
stupidity and ignorance on the part 
of ju ro rs may be an excellent /thing 
for the criminals on trial, but in the 
long run justice suffers at tin* hands 
of such men whether in criminal or 
civil 
eases. 
It has 
unfortunately 
come to be regarded that the citizen 
does his duty to the State when he U 
a good citizen only passively, i. c. 
when he violates no law in tin* t r a n s ­ 
a c ts ii of his daily business. 
In a 
free country, the active duties arc 
of the greatest importance and when 
neglected by the better element de- 
cadenee is sure to set in.

ACCEPTED THE 
PLEA OF GUILTY 


Minor Defendants In Sugar Case 


Give Up Fight. 


THE EVIDENCE AGAINST THEM 


Walker, Voelker and Halligan Came to 


the Conclusion That There Was No 


Use 
Resisting 
Further, and 
They 


Changed Their Fleas in Judge M ar­ 


tin's Court— The Trial of Heikc and 


Others Will Continue. 


Ne w York, May 28.—Three of Clias. 
R. H eike’s co-defendants in the trial 
in the United States circuit court aris­ 
ing out of the sugar frauds, withdrew 
the pleas tney had made and pleaded 
guilty at the conclusion of the presen­ 
tation of the government case against 
the six defendants. 
H arry H. Walker, 
formerly an assistant superintendent 
on the dock of the Williamsburg!) re­ 
finery; Jean 31, Voelker and Jam es F. 
Halligan, the last two being checkers 
for the company, were the men who 
threw themselves on the mercy of the 
court. 
The pleading of guilty by these 
three defendants did not come as a 
great surprise, as there have been ru­ 
mors that this move was contemplated 
for several days. It is understood that 
counsel for Jam es Bendernagel, the 
cashier of the refinery, had a long con 
versation with the lawyers for Heike 
and Gerbreeht, the other defendants, 
and found that. they did not feel that 
the interests of their clients would be 
affected adversely by the move of 
these three minor employes. 
Judge 
Martin accepted the plea and paroled 
the three men in the custody of their 
counsel until the term ination of the 
trial of the other defendants, when 
they will be sentenced. 
Voelker, W alker and Halligan, de­ 
spite the fact that they held minor 
jobs and worked on the dock, have sat 
through the trial alongside of Heike 
the secretary of the company and Ger 
brecht a n i Bendernagel, the general 
m anager and cashier of the big refin­ 
ery. 
W alker is married and has eight 
children. 
The evidence against Vocl- 
ker. W alker and Halligan was, if any 
thing, a little stronger than that upon 
which 
S p itter and 
other employee 
holding similar jobs on the dock wert 
convicted last February and apparent 
ly their counsel decided it was useless 
putting in any defense. 
The checkers 
convicted at the last trial were sent to 
Blackwell Island. 
In concluding its case the govern­ 
m ent read more letters from the vol­ 
uminous letter files of Heike, showing 
still more strongly, if possible, the 
close m anner in which Heike followed 
every detail of tile business and the 
scrupulous care with which he exam­ 
ined the records of the different re­ 
fineries and all bookkeeping entries. 
All 
this, the government contends, 
shows how closely Mr. Heike inspect­ 
ed the technical statem ents from the 
refineries which contained the false 
weights for Java sugars and which 
were 
“corrected,” 
so 
the 
evidence 
shows, by the insertion of red ink fig­ 
ures that made up the difference be­ 
tween the true weights and the false.
